Among tlie Babines, who dwell to the 


north of the Columbia river, a largo un- 
,er lip is regarded as a typo of beauty. 
A small inciBion ia made in tho Up dur- 
ng infancy and H fragrant of bone in- 
ertcd. This is replaced from time to 
hue by larger and larger fragments, 
each operation being attended with SO- 
•ero pain, and at length pieces of wood 
neasuring not less than three inches in 
cngth and un inch and a half in width, 
iro inserted, causing tho lip to protrude 
.o a frightful extent. A similar custom 
exists among tho Paraguay Indians, and 
.ho labiicts worn by the Botocudoa are 
inserted in n slit made in tho lower lip. 


A Botocudo has bcon noticed to take 


i knife and cut a piece of meat on it and 
Liitiiblc iho meat into his mouth. Among 
Jio Ilydahs (Queen Charlotte islands) it 
s considered a mai-li of tlio lowest breed- 
it' to be without this labial ornament of 


Iho lower lip. When n young woman 
and an old one quarrol tlio elderly damo 
will reproacli the younger with her 
youth, inexperience and general igno- 
rance, pointing, wero further proof 
necessary, to tho inferior si/.e of her lip. 
1'liis lip of beauty ia not, however, pe- 
culiar to these aborigines, but is 
com- 


mon among some of tho African tribes. 
Tho Berrys, for instance, who inhabit 
Sanbriat, a tributary of tlio Nile, insert 
in tho lower lip a piece of crystal an 
inch in length. The Bongo women in a 
similar way extend iho lower lip hori- 
zontally till it projects far beyond tho 
upper. Tho mutilation of both lips is 
observed among tho women of Kadjc, 
in Begseg, between Lake Tsatl and tho 
Beuwe.— Brooklyn l&igle.
